RECOMMENDATION:  That the Commission recognize the food distribution volunteers 
for their contribution to neighborhoods and support of the City and Parks and Recreation 
Department’s Mobile Farmer’s Market and Mobile Pantry Food Distribution Programs. 
 
DISCUSSION:   
 
In collaboration with the Santa Barbara Food Bank, the Department’s Community Centers 
have been operating the Mobile Farmer’s Market and Mobile Food Pantry in the Westside, 
Lower Westside, and Eastside neighborhoods.  These programs, which provide free 
packaged foods (Food Pantry), fruits and vegetables (Farmer’s Market) to low-income 
residents and seniors, are currently serving over 400 households and benefit over 1,600 
family members weekly.

• Third Tuesday, 3:00 to 5:00 pm, Franklin Neighborhood Center, 1136 E. Montecito

• Monday, 11:00 to 12:00 pm, Louise Lowry Davis Center, 1235 De la Vina Street

• Thursday,11:30 to 12:00 pm, Franklin Neighborhood Center, 1136 E. Montecito
